Signor Mussolini's refusal to 
handle. Wetler's peace proposals Ine 
dicates that thelr terms bear no re- 
lation to: the Brith Government's 
conditions, and this studied rebull 
frem his chief ally must be giving 
the Fuchrer considerable pause for 
thought. Neither is there any: ine 
dication that) Russia is ‘willing to 
associate herself with the Nazi 
peuce plans, and Hitler's new 
danger of so-called = encirclement 
seems to be of passive disassociation 
by his reputed friends. 

Russia stil! holds the key to the 
present situation, and untll her real 
intentions are known, she is capable 
-of_dangling all’ the belligerents_on_a 
piece of string. ~ 

The hint that she may attempt to 
break the German blockade In the 
Baltic Is not so chimerical as might 
normally be imagined in view of 
the’ Russo « German agreements, 
Primarily, those agreements favour 
Russia at the expense of the Relch, 
and the fact that M, Molotoff ‘at the 
same time concluded +n mutual- 
assistance pact with Estonia, and 
simultancously held conferences 
with the Turkish ond Lithuanian 
Forelgn Ministers, clearly Indicntes 
that Russian {is prepared to act 
independently of her partner in 
Poland, if she so desires, ‘The 
position must be odious in the ex~ 
treme to Hitler and his satellites, 
who for so long employed the same 
tactles' and enjoyed a similar posi- 
tion of strategical ascendancy, 

Neither can Russio’s new spheres 
of influence in the Baltic ‘glve any 
Pleasure to the, Nazis, who realise 
that sooner or later the Sovicts will 
use their new seaboard for incrensed 
commerce with the world, not ex- 
cepting the Allies. Germany can 
look forward to a nasty dilemma: 
elther, she hag got to sink the 
Russian trade ships ns she [s doing 
the Norwegian, Danish, Finnish and 
Dutch, or she must permit right of 
way, which would largely defeat her 
blockade plans, 

Hitler's avid desire for peace, now 
that he hrs grabbed most of what 
he wanted, can be readily under= 
stood, but the very fact: that in 
obtaining ‘such ill-gotten gains, he 


has had to compromise himself with 
the hated Communists, serves only 
to strengthen the Allies position. 
Any contemplation .of ace at 
Hitler's bidding ‘would more 
[thon dishonournble; it would be dis- 
astrous to the democracies’ cause,

But the world no 
longer gives him the sombre 
satisfaction of contemplat- 
ing its unashamed anxiety 
as it awaits his utterances.

In’ “Mein Kampf,” he says 
about his first appearance on a 
public platform: “What I had

SPEAK,” 

Years have passed. To-day 
Hitler will speak before his.own 
hand-picked Reichstag, sur- 
rounded ‘by uniformed suppor- 
ters, with five or six mi¢rophones 
dotted round him and a “radio 
hook-up,” which will include’ the 
United States. ¢ 

But twenty years ago, in the 
words of one of his friends, ‘he 
used to speak ‘in lightless court- 
yards, small ‘public-houses, dull 


THE earliest mention of Hit- 
ler aa a speaker that I can dis- 
cover comes in the ‘“Muenchner 
Beobachter” of November 16, 
1919. It was then a_ semi- 
Fascist paper, and it sald: 

“The German Workers’ Party 
(Munich Group) held a meeting 
on’ November 11, at 7 pm. 
Among the speakers were . .... 
Adolf Hitler:—subject—tTreatics 
of Brest-Litovsk and  Ver- 
sailles.” . . 

At this meeting was, founded 
the National Socialist German 
Workers’ Party, and its German 
opponents soon: derisively nick- 
named ita members “Nazis.” 
The name stuck. On that night 
of foundation Hitler only played 
a small part. : 

Ican remember .the Hitler of 
those early days, 

When. I was a 16-year-old 
high school student in Vienna, 
very interested in politics. I 
came home one October evenin 
on night-classes. It was in 

As I passed the Gschwander 
beer-garden in ‘the suburb of 
Hernals, I. was attracted by a 
great deal of noise and found a 

' political mecting in full eruption. 

A .big -blonde man was ex- 

unding the 25 points of the 

azi creed. ‘Hia name was Dr. 
Dingfelder. After ho had sat 
down: the chairman announced 
the next speaker—“Herr Adolf 
Hitler, “from Munich.” 

Hitler™ came. to the front of 
tho platform. He looked such a 
dull,-shabby little. man that I did 
not even wait to hear what ho 


many, even if he was still taken 
as a joke, except by his fol- 
lowers. He had taken part in the 
unsuccessful Munich ‘‘putsch.”’ 
When the Nazis tried to seize 
power in Bavaria. 

So I was anxious to see him 
again, When he appeared, what 
impressed me most was ‘the fact. 
that he still looked shabby and 
down-at-heel, 

‘He came on to the platform in 
his famous raincont. We had 
come to know that raincoat a 
little in the newspaper pictures 
in Central Europe. 

It was a bitterly cold evening. 
Yet Hitler took off his raincoat 
and stood there shivering. He 
looked frozen, ‘ 

Then he began to speak. 1 
was surprised at-his ungramma- 
tical German. He seemed to be 
using long words without know- 
ing their meaning. He sounded 
like a very good orator talking 
in a foreign language. 

I left the meeting very un- 
impressed, Hitler seemed to me 
in no way to stand out from the 
hundreds of other petty agita- 


at that time, 

‘* Since then he has made hun- 
dreds of specches. 1 have heard 
some of them. So, perhaps, 
have you, ; 


EVERY ‘one of  Hitler’s 
speeches, if you examine them, 
falls into one of two groups. 
Either they point to some com- 
ing event and make threata; or 
else they explain some recent 
happening and make apologies 
of one sort or another, 

All his speeches can be split 
up into five sections. Like 
this :-— f 

1. History (of Germany, of 

her enemies, of the Nazi 


party). . 
2. Nazi philosophy (Hitler's 


code of morals which puts 
the State above every- 
, thing). 

3. Boasting and prophesy. 

4. Demands, 

6. Offers and promises, (Cou- 

pled with threats). 

How does Hitler! prepare one 
of his big speeches? I can tell 
you a good deal about that be- 
cause 1 was once given a vivid 
description in a conversation 
with Captain Wiedemann, Hit- 
ler’s former A.D.C, . 

The preparation generally be- 
gins, lie told me, with diplomatic 
activity. (This time, for In- 
stance, Hitler .hag’ been con- 
ferring with. Count Ciano, Mus- 
solini’s son-in-law). E 
‘Then when he has some Idea 
of how things stand, he demands 
typed memoranda from all his 
chiofs, Ribbentrop sends. in o 
massive document on’ the posi- 


offices-und-dusty-party-rooms,“——-tors-who-swarmed-in - Germany_one_he_writes_‘“Yea,’? 


finger on the pulse of every 
town, He knows what German 
opinion will stand; and what it 
hopes for. 

Goering and Keitel say how 
strong the armed | forces are. 
Funk, the economic dictator, 
and Ley, chief of the Labdur 
Front, send him information if 
he asks for it, 

Then Hitler retires quietly 
away—sometimes for days. He 
studies all these memoranda. 
As he does so, he jots down 
notes. 

He listens to no‘one when he 
is planning his..specch, | 
he decides to introduce matters 
that his underlings have never 
mentioned. Often he leaves out 
matters that they have stressed, 

Then he takes o sheet of paper 
and begins. to write’ the main 
headings of his specch. He 
puts them down symmetrically 
one after the other. He under- 
lines the most important points. 

Towards the bottom of the 
sheet he generally makes his 
favourite “doodles.” He draws 
three little compartments. In 
_m_an- 
other he writes “No.” In the 
middle one he puts two angry 
‘little scratches to. show that 
there is no halfway house be- 
tween Yes and No. 


A handwriting expert’ tells 
me: "This doodle is characteris- 
tic of a man who pretends there 
is no compromise, no middie 
way. In his subconscious mind 
he knows that there may be a 
middle way. But he refuses to 
recognise it.” , 


WHEN he ‘has finished his 
page of notes he calls in his 
favourite typist, a buxom lady 
of forty-two, and dictates to her 
while she types. . 

This. Inst week his plans for 
preparing his speech have been 
thrown out of gear by the fact 


“that right up to the jast the 


European situation has been 
thanging. Russia and Italy are 
by no means as steadfast as he 
would like them to be. 

So Hitler has not, been able to 
get his speech cut and dricd 
some days ahead. 

When the speech is typed a 
few of his big men, Goering, 
Goebbels, Ribbentrop, and so on, 
are allowed to look it through.

Almost always Hitler 
refuses to alter a word, .

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OBITUARY 
Former Premier 
Of Lithuania 


Juozas Tubells, former Lithuanian 
Premier, died in Kaunas recently, 

Born in 1862, he went to school at 
JLibau and later studied at the 
Polytechnic ‘in Rigo, taiing a diplomn 
in Jand surveying. Then for n few 
years he was a schoolmaster at Riga 
and at tho same time State Jand sure 
veyor in the Government of Kovno, 

After the World War, during 
which he served tn the Russian army, 
he returned to Lithuania which had 
become an Independent State. 7 

In 1918 he became Minister of 
Agricullure in the first Lithuanlaon 
Cabinet. Next year he was Minister 
of Education, ; 

M. Tubclis then withdrew from 
politics for some yenrs nnd took oa 
Icading part in the agricultural co- 
operative movernent. It was not until 
1927, that in response to an invitation 
from Premfer Voldemnras, he re- 
entered, the Cabinet, this time as 
Finance Minister; When in 1929, 

‘Voldemorns fell, the President en- 
trusted M, Tubells with the forma- 
tion of a Government. In addition 
to the Premlershtp he {ook the port- 
follo of Finance and for n time that 
of Foreign Affairs as well. 1n.1934 
a rising attempted ‘by Voldemaras— 
the ex-Dictutor hnd been banished to 
wt villane—led to n Cabinet crisis, but 
M. Tubelis renrained ‘Premicr, 

M. Tabelis was In o sanatorium In 
Switzerland at the time, He returned 
home, although he was warned by 
his doctors that hia fe would be 
imperiled, and he and his Govern- 
ment resigned, 

President Smetona was blamed for 
having, by his extreme nationalist 
polley, laid) Lithuania open toa 
“humiliating ultimatum,”

The Scripps-Howard newspapers 
say that until the declaration on the 
zone is clarified, it Is risky to Judge 
whether {it is a necessary extension 
of, the Monroe Doctrine or a bold 
venture in the direction of war.

Are Valid In Law 


Interesting Legal Point 
Decided In Hongkong 


THE interesting legal point, as to whether or not the 
words “on or before” mentioned ‘in o landlord’s notice to 
quit rendered it invalid, was further clarified by Mr. 
Justice B. E. Lindsell in the Summary Court this morning, 
when he gave his reasons in writing for the, decision he 
made a fortnight ago that such a notice was valid. 


The point was first raised by 
Mr. C. A. S. Russ when he ap- 


perred for Chin Sook-cho, Leungr 


Chan-pongs Ho Kwai-ying and 
Un Wak-yeung, against whom a 
possession claim was brought by 
Fung Fook-tien and Tsang Yau- 
mui, 

Judgment In Full 

Mr. Justice Lindsell said: 

The point for -decision is a very 
slmple one and It is curlous that it 
appears never to have been authori- 
tatively decided.. The point jis this 
—~ly a notice to quilt addressed to his 
tenant by the Iandlord and requiring 
him to quit “on or before” a specified 
date invalid for ambiguity merely on 
account of the inclusion of the words 
“or before?” 

Mr, Russ for the tenant has based 
his submisston that such a notice 
ig Invalid mainly on, the statement 
jn the footnote (r) on page 136. of 
|-Halsbury’s—Laws —of-England-—2nd 
Editlon Vol. 20:—“It {is doubtful 
‘whether a notice to quit “on or 
before” a certaln date fs valid, , 

Judgment Quoted 

This statement is founded on a 
dictum of Lush J, in his judgment 
in Queens Club Garden Estates v. 
Bignell (1924) 1 KB. 177 at pages 
122-3. In ‘that case the notice to 
quit wis In the following terms:— 
“The Company hereby glve you the 


requisite week's notice for the ter- 
mination of your tenancy one week 
from Monday next, on or | before 
which date they will require vacant 
possession.” And the material part 
of the judgment of Lush J, reads; 
“Tl may say that I very greatly doubt 
whether oa notice to quit, assuming it 
to be free from objections in other 
respects, can be said to be valid In 
which the landlord mentions n speci- 
fie date for the termination of the 
tenancy and adds that “on or.before” 
that date they will require posscs- 
sion, A notice to quit must be cer- 
tain and definite, and -I am by no 
means ‘sure that a notice fo quit in 
that form {is a certaln ‘and definite 
notice to quit on the date specified. 
Hq may be that it js n nallce that 
the landlord will require possession 
before that day, and, ff so, It seems 
obvious that it must be a bad notice 
to quit’ That view Is, no doubt, 
somewhat technical, ond it may be 
that the more rensonable interpreta- 
tlan of the notice ts to read it as 
meaning merely that if the tenant 
likes to give up possession before the 
date specified, the landlord {s willing 
to take {t; but I have great doubt 
whether it is right to put so favour- 
able an Interpretation as that upon 
this notice ta quit. I am not going 
to rest my Judgment upon these Inst 
words of the notice, but leave the 
question of their ‘interpretation with- 
out expressing .my ‘definite opinion 
with regard to it, beonuse «in my 
viow, apart altogelher from these 
words, this notice to quit Is involld.” 
Affirming A Principlo 

Mr. Russ also relied on certain 
statements; contained In ‘Woodfall's, 
Fon's and’ Redman's textbooks on 
the law of Landlard & Tenant, and 
on the case of Gardner vs, Ingram, 
(1889) 61 L.T.R. p. 722—but these 
go no further, in my view, than to 
affirm the principle, which cannot be 
and is not hero disputed, that every 
notice to quit must be clear and un- 
ambiguous. and ‘such na to leave the 
tenant given notice in mo. possible 
doubt os to what fs required of him 
and when, * 0 * * ioe 

‘Ho also dealt with jhe  dasé.. of 
Ahearn vs, Bellman, (1870) 4 E. D. 
201, which at first sight-wab entitcly 
against him, stressing “that In- that

also an'“on or before" notice, the 
question of the validity of a notice 
in that form was never raised and 
the decision in favour of the landlord 
was bused on quite another ground, 

With the submission that an “on 
or before” notice is necessarily jn+ 
valid T am not In agreement, 

It ds‘ true that in) Ahearn vs. 
Bellman (supra) the ratio decldends 
was bot concerned with the Inclu- 
slon of the words “or before” in a 
notice to quit but the mere fact that 
the tenants’ counsel did not take the 
point is‘ somewhat significant and in 
his judgment Bramwell L. J. soys 
this (p.203)—"The notice fs, ‘I 
hereby give you notlee to quit ond. 
deliver up possession of the shop, 
premises and showroom now held by 
you.as tenant from me on or before 
the Ist day of May noxt, 1874, 
Nobody can doubt that if the notice 
had stopped there St was effectual to 
determine the tenancy ond was 1 
ood notice to quit.” . 


Uncquivocal Statcmont 


PT and it hard” to“ belfeve that ko 


eminent a lowyer as L. J, Bramwell, 
even ough his mind was’ not 
directed to the “on or before” point, 
would have committed himsdlf to 
such on unequivocal statement of the 
law had there been any real doubt 
about it, and it js noteworthy that 
neither of the other two members of 
the Court of Appeal (L. J. J. Brett 
and Cotton) expressed any disagree- 
ment with that statement, Brett L. J. 
finding his dissenting judgment on 
quite other grounds, 

Again {n Gardner v. Ingram 
(supra) it Js clear from the report 
that it was not merely the inclusion 
in the notice of the words “or. before” 
that was held to Invalidate it. The 
notice was as follows? Kindly take 
notice that I Intend to surrender to 

ou the tennncy of this house on or 
befare the: 20th September, 1888." 
And what the Divislonal Court de- 
cided was that this was not a pro- 
per notice because (per Lord Cole- 
tidge C. J. at p.730) “the tenant 
merely says that he Intends to sur- 
render the lease. on or before a par- 
theular date.
